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Didsbury mayor 
eyes return 

Wittal wants top spot

This year’s Didsbury municipal election will include a 
race for mayor. 

While the nomination date is Sept. 17 and other interest¬ 
ed candidates are not yet known, at least two people will 
be campaigning for the lead position this month. 

Incumbent Mayor Dorothy Moore has announced that 
she will be running for a second term, and deputy mayor 
Brian Wittal has confirmed his intention to be the next 
Didshury mayor. 

“I do plan to nm for mayor one more time, and ask res¬ 
idents for their continued support and involvement,” said 
Moore. 

Moore said her decision was a matter of continuing 
what was started over the her three year term. 

“Government and planning consultation, even at the 
municipal level, takes longer than one would imagine it 
would,” she said,

“The foundation for quality community growth is in 
place now, but implementation of all of the fiscal and 
physical and community planning requires more time.” 

Moore cites the work done in land annexation as a high¬ 
light from her term. 

Wittal says his interest in the new role comes from 
eneouragment by community members. 

“My reason to run for mayor is from getting nothing but 
support from individuals in town, residents, business peo¬ 
ple, and even those out of town to nm for the position of 
mayor,” said Witall. 

“With the growth and the new opportunities that we 
have in Didsbury. they feel it’s time for new ideas, a new 
face, and a new leader to take the town forward as we go 
into this period of growth that we have before us." 

Wittal said his time served as deputy mayor was a valu¬ 
able experience. 

“It got me more involved with the mayor in regards to 
some of the day-to-day things that happen., the meetings 
that go on, and the discussions that you have with resi¬ 
dents and some of the other responsibilities that you have 
with that role acting on the mayor’s behalf when she’s not 
available,” he said. 

“It helped me get a better idea, of the broader aspect of 
what the role of mayor is.” 

All candidates will he formally announced following the 
nomination deadline Sept. 17. 

An all-candidates meeting will be hosted by the 
Didsbury and District Chamber of Commerce at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex Oct.3 at 7 p in. 

Didshury residents will go to the polls Oct. 15.

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Can’t because he’s Catholic 

School trustee continues Human Rights fight

For the first time in nine 
year's, Roy Brassard will not 
serve as a trustee with 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division - and it’s because 
he’s Catholic. 

The Red Deer Catholic 
School system branched out 
into Sylvan Dike, hmisfail, 
Olds, and Didshury in 2006 
and because of the 
province’s School Act, 
Brassard, a practicing 
Roman Catholic became a 
resident of the Catholic 
School Division. 

“1 could have ten kids go 
to a (Chinook’s Edge) 
school. I could be a teacher 
or a principal, but I can’t lie a 
trustee," said Brassard. 

Because of this, Brassard 
or anyone in his position will 
not be able to partcipate in 
the school trustee portion of 
the upcoming municipal 
election. 

Brassard said when the 
Catholic School Board’s 
2000 expansion took place, 
he was close to losing his 
staus as trustee. 

“I’m sitting there illegiti¬ 
mately, so to speak," he said. 
“.. .That’s the same as some¬ 
one from Edmonton sitting 
on a Calgary School Board.” 

Brassard says he was 
informed by the provincial 
government that he would 
be allowed to serve the 
remainder of his term. 

Brassard, supported by 
the Chinook’s Edge School 
board has since registered a 
complaint with the Human 


Rights Commission. 

“A reason we went to the 
Human Rights Commission 
was, someone could come 
along and challenge a deci¬ 
sion made by the board 
because I participated in the 
vote,” said Brassard. 

''Letsjust say, particularly 
if the vote was very close, 
they could say ‘well 
Brassard shouldn’t have par¬ 
ticipated in that vote 
because he is not supposed 
to lie on that board, I not 
only want that motion 
thrown out, 1 want all the 
motions he participated in 
thrown out’” 

Chinook’s Edge 

Superintendent Jim Gibbons 
says the school lioard sup¬ 
ports Brassard’s bid to the 
Human Rights Commission, 
because he didn’t do any¬ 
thing wrong. 

“He didn’t do anything to 
lose his job, his position, or 
his interest in leading the 
school division to help the 
kids learn,” said Gibbons. 

Gibbons says the human 
rights complaint will go 
through three stages before 
eventually getting to a 
human rights hearing, 
adding that the school 
board’s legal advisors have 
told him that such hearings 
can take more than two 
years to l>e scheduled, and 
the complaint was initially 
issued approximately 18 
months ago. 

“1 think our board’s posi¬ 
tion Ls anyone living in the 
geographic area that Ls the 
age to become an elected 
official should be able to run 


for public school board, 
said Gibbons. 

“That tends to be what 
public means. You’re wel¬ 
come, no matter your race, 
colour, creed or religion.” 

Gibbons says the school 
bo;ml would have taken the 
complaint forward on its 
own, but the human rights 
legislation only allows the 
individual who has agreed to 
take a complaint forward. 

“The board certainly 
pushed this to go forward, 
knowing that tills is a posi¬ 
tion any trustee in our 
school division or through¬ 
out the province, could 
face,” he said. 

“I think our board sees this 
as bigger than just one indi¬ 
vidual.” 

Chinook's Edge is also 
pursuing change through the 
Alberta School Board 
Association, making a 
motion for it to adopt a poli¬ 
cy that would allow any 
member of the geographic 
area that Ls over 18 years of 
age to become a public 
school trustee, at the Annual 
General Meeting. 

The motion was defeated. 

Gibbons believes the 
board did not vote in favour 
of his motion Ixvause the 
item was a late addition to 
the agenda 

Brassard is undecided on 
whether or not he would run 
for another term if he was 
able. 

Because the case is 
presently being reviewed by 
the Human Rights 
Commission, Ml .A Richard 
Mara declined comment.

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Sgt. discusses staff shortages, false alarms with council

Under half the complaints Didsbury 
RUMP received over the last three 
months were from Didsbury. 

This, and other details listed in Sgt. 
Kevin O’Dwyer’s quarterly report were 
discussed at the Didsbury Town 
Council meeting Sept. 4. 

Since the start of June, Didsbury 
RCMP has received 400 complaints, 26 
of them unfounded. 

Didsbury RCMP not only serves the 
town of Didsbury, but Carstairs, 
Cremona and Water Valley as well. 

O'Dwyer spoke about the challenges 
of being short-staffed, saying his detach¬ 
ment has received approximately twelve 
and a half complaints a day. 

“Our members are going like mad," 
said O’Dwyer. 

“We’re lucky to have two members a 
shift and those members are going con¬ 
stantly.” 

O’Dwyer says the type of workload 
has made it difficult for the detachment 


to begin some of its programs, like bike 
patrol. 

“We've only had a chance to have a 
few bike patrols throughout the sea¬ 
son." 

The process for bring¬ 
ing in a new member 
takes over two years, said 
O'Dwyer. 

“It all comes down to 
dollars and cents, polic¬ 
ing is not cheap," he said. 

“I look at my resources 
and where I have to put 
people. There are some 
things that I.just physical¬ 
ly cannot do." 

As an example of their 
staff shortage, O’Dwyer 
said at this year’s 
Didsbury Elks parade Cst. 

Robert Newton and Cst. 

Kent Shaw finished night shift and slept 
for a few hours before donning their tra¬ 
ditional red uniforms and marching in 
the annual event. 

From his report, O’Dwyer mentioned

concern for responding to .'10 false 
alarms over the past three months. 

“We’re travelling lights and sirens. We 
are placing people at risk,” said 
O’Dwyer, referring to patrol vehicles 
travelling at a high rate of 
speed to the scene of the 
alarm. 

O’Dwyer suggested a 
bylaw where business 
owners with faulty alarm 
systems would be fined, 
adding that the Town of 
Olds has a bylaw covering 
false alarms. 

“With (Didsbury) grow¬ 
ing at a rapid rate, it may 
be a good idea,” said 
O’Dwyer. 

Councillor Gayle Veno 
mentioned she has heard 
some Didsbury residents 
complain about car-hopping. Veno 
explained this meant, individuals jump¬ 
ing from one parked car roof to another, 
causing damage to the vehicle. 

O’Dwyer said such incidents have not 


been reported and he encourages people 
who had trouble with car-hopping and 
any other concerns to speak with the 
detachment. 

Town Manager Roy Brown said the 
last time council met with O’Dwyer 
there were concerns over vandalism, 
and asked if there has since been any 
change. 

According to his report, there were 29 
reported cases of vandalism over the 
past three months. 

“I look at that 29 complaints of vandal¬ 
ism - but then again we didn’t hear about 
car hopping. Are they going down or are 
they going up? The only way we can 
track this is if we know about them," 
said O’Dwyer. 

Council advised O’Dwyer that they 
found his report useful and would like 
to see it continue on a quarterly basis. 

Other notable statistics from the 
report include 12 complaints of theft 
under $6,000, 16 complaints of disturb¬ 
ing the peace, 43 traffic offences, 22 
traffic accidents, and seven reports of 
impaired operation of a motor vehicle.

When Didsbury town coun¬ 
cil was approached with the 

iv; idea of adding small decals to 

town vehicles with the mes¬ 
sage “support our troops,” it 
didn’t take an argument or debate to decide 
what the right decision was. 

Unlike the City of Calgary’s choice, which 
has placed Mayor Dave Bronconnier under 
fire, Didsbury opted for the modest but mean¬ 
ingful display of support. 

The key is its meaning. It’s not, support our 
war, or hail George W. Bush. 

Politicial opinions aside, this is support for 
the men and women who are sacrificing liter¬ 
ally everything. 

It’s courageous - but let’s not fool ourselves, 
probably scared human beings going to some 
of the most dangerous areas in the world not 
knowing if they will ever see their friends and 
family again. 

Think about that for a second. Take a 
moment to think what would be going through 
your mind as you leave Canada and travel to 
the unknown. Not just the unknown, but to a 
place where other people are trying to kill 
you. 

That’s not just another day at the office. Our 
jobs can seem pretty bad some days, but few 
of us can say we have been through the type of 
workday that Canada’s military constantly 
endure. 

I can’t imagine what it would be like to drift 
off to sleep and not know if your eyes will 
open again. 

While decals can’t offer physical protection, 
there is something to be said for feeling like 
you have people behind you. 

When you’re wearing the Canadian flag on 
your uniform and going through nightmarish 
circumstances, I would imagine being aware 
of support from your country’s people brings a 
soldier a sense of purpose and validation. 

Obviously to a lesser level of importance, it 
reminds me of when Calgary streets fill with 
cars sporting red Calgary Flames flags during 
playoff times. As a city, Calgary rallied behind 
its team. As a country, this is a way to rally 
around our team. 

When town vehicles pass me, even if it’s the 
peace officer having words with me for an ill- 
advised U-turn, I’ll feel a sense of patriotism 
seeing the town of Didsbury emblem next to a 
message that makes me proud to be Canadian. 

As they come nose-to-nose with hell in war- 
torn Afghanistan or unimaginable encounters 
in the depths of Darfur, a tiny sticker on a 
vehicle bumper is small but necessary 
thanks. 


additional 3 per cent of 
their operating budget for 
each of the next three 
years. It is estimated to 
cost a typical homeowner 
an extra $214 in Jasper 
and $104 in Grande 
Prairie each year. 

These plebiscites cre¬ 
ate true accountability 
and, importantly, give 
taxpayers a say. Either 
yes - I think you have 
made a good case and I’m 
willing to give you my 
hard earned money, or no - I think 
being the highest funded school 
system in Canada is good enough. 

A yes vote will not only give the 
board the dollars they seek, but 
also a mandate to their trustees to 
continue lobbying for more from 
the province. 

A no vote will make the board 
live within its current means, but 
also tell these trustees their lobby¬ 
ing of the government for more tax 
dollars must stop. 

Regardless, these plebiscites 
demonstrate the trustees in Grande 
Prairie and Grande Yellowhead are 
serious about their belief their 
school board needs more tax dol¬ 
lars. In fact, they are the only 
boards and the only trustees who 
have the conviction to back their 
complaints up with action. 

As for the 60 other Alberta school 
boards who continue to complain, 
yet refuse to ask taxpayers directly 
for more money - your actions (or 
lack thereof) speak much louder 
than your words.

Putting their 
money where 
their mouth is

They say the only certainties in 
life are death and taxes. 

In truth, there are a few more: 
road construction will happen 
every summer, Americans will 
never embrace soccer, and school 
boards will always complain they 
never get enough money from the 
provincial government. 

The latter has been particularly 
true since 1994 when the Alberta 
government took away from school 
boards the right to levy property 
taxes. Previously, each school 
board decided their property tax 
rate and had to be accountable to 
their taxpayers for how much was 
taxed and how it was spent. Since 
the 1994 neutering, school boards 
have relied solely on the provincial 
government for funding. 

This lack of a direct financial link 
to taxpayers has resulted in most 
taxpayers barely feeling the need 
to hold school boards accountable 
for the money they spend. Most 
taxpayers know school boards now 
only fulfil an administrative func¬ 
tion, much like the civil servants 
who run Alberta’s Child and Family 
Service Authorities, our court sys¬ 
tem or the Land Titles office. 


Moreover, this lack of accounta¬ 
bility has turned school board 
trustees into taxpayer-funded lob¬ 
byists, lobbying for more taxpayer 
funding. And lobby they do. Hardly 
a month goes by without hearing 
one school board trustee or anoth¬ 
er publicly complain to the 
province about the “urgent need" 
for more tax dollars. 

This is even more apparent dur¬ 
ing school board trustee elections. 
Many candidates run solely on the 
platform they would he a louder 
and better lobbyist for more of 
your money than their opponent. 

Voters are turned-off by this. In 
fact, two recent by-elections to fill 
trustee vacancies on the Elk Island 
Public School Board resulted in 
voter turnouts of 3.6 per cent and 
1.7 per cent respectively. 

Yet that may change as a result of 
Grande Yellowhead Regional 
Division and Grande Prairie Public 
School District both enacting a 
rarely used provision of the School 
Act allowing them to ask taxpayers 
directly for more money through a 
plebiscite this October. 

The Act allows for school boards 
to ask their residents for up to an

Rules for Waste/Compost Cart Collection 

The Town of Didsbury has provided one or more black carts for mixed household waste 
and one or more green carts for yard and household organic waste per residential unit. The 
black cart will be collected every two weeks, and the green cart will be collected every two 
weeks on weeks alternating with the black cart. 

Solid waste and Organic materials will be collected from Black Carts and Green Carts 
only. All waste must fit into the cart with the lid closed tightly. Waste left beside the cart or 
in other containers will not be collected. 

Collection is at curbside only unless by special agreement of Town Council. 

All carts must be placed at road level, with the wheels no more than 8 inches away from 
the curb. All carts must be set in an accessible location, placed four (4) feet away from all 
obstacles (trees, cars, mailboxes, etc.) and away from low hanging utilities. 

All carts must be set out no sooner than 7:00 p.m. the day prior to collection and no later 
than 7:00 a.m. on the designated day of collection. Carts set out later than 7:00 a.m. on the 
day of collection are not guaranteed collection for that week. Carts must be removed from 
the street by midnight of the same day of collection. 

Collectors are not responsible for garbage that is scattered by weather conditions or 
animals. All waste materials must he hanged when placed in a BLACK roll out cart to 
ensure a clean transfer of waste between the cart and truck in all weather conditions. 

A BLACK CART C AN CONTAIN all waste other than that which is defined as 
recyclable materials or compostable organic materials where green compost carts are 
provided. 

A BLACK CART MUST NO T CONTAIN any non-collectable waste which includes but 
is not limited to the following: liquid waste; combustible or explosive materials; 
pathogenic or biomedical materials; hazardous waste; animal carcasses; large quantities of 
soil, sod, rock, concrete; septic tank pumpings, raw sewage, or sludge; radioactive 
materials; agricultural waste; demolition debris; recycle materials such as cardboard, 
paper, tin cans, plastic, metal, glass, batteries, milk cartons, computers and 
televisions. 

A GREEN COMPOST CART CAN CONTAIN the following organic materials: food 
waste such as veggies, fruits, solid dairy products, pasta, rice, coffee grounds, coffee 
filters, tea bags, egg shells, solid fat; cat and dog waste; and yard waste such as grass 
clippings and plant waste. 

A GREEN COMPOST CART MI ST NOT CONTAIN non-compostable materials which 
include but is not limited to the following: plastic; glass; ceramics; metal; foil; Styrofoam; 
synthetic materials; feminine hygiene products; diapers; tree trunks; branches; roots; sod; 
paper; cardboard and animal carcasses. 

Note : Compost materials can be placed in an approved compostable bag made 
from starch. These bags are available from the Town Office. CARTS 
CONTAINING OTHER THAN APPROVED BAGS WILL NOT BE 
COLLECTED.

Stick curling grows 
in Didsbury 

Season starts for another year

One of the province’s hot spots for the 
sport is looking forward to the startup of 
another season. 

Registration for stiek curling in 
Didsbury, including three leagues 
Tuesday morning, Thursday morning, 
and Thursday afternoon is slated for 
Sept. 25. 

With the growth of the game, the 
Alberta Stick Curling Championships 
will include four openings in each of the 
eight zones in the province. 

For those with more than four teams 
looking to vie for the title, a zone play- 
down will be played to see who will 
advance. 

“Oh, we’ll have at least four in our 
zone," chuckled Didsbury stiek curling 
representative Garry Sherman, of the 
popularity of stiek curling in the 
Mountain View County area. 

Didsbury stick curling had i>6 members 
last year and is eyeing a similar or greater 
turnout this year. 

Also on Didsbury stick curling’s radar 
screen is the expansion of wheelchair 
curlers to their league. 

“There have been some preliminary 
effort to integrate stiek curling and 
wheelchair curling so that both groups 
are playing the same game, and compet¬ 
ing in the same competitions,” said 


Sherman. 

“That’s been a goal of ours right from 
way back,” 

Presently no wheelchair curlers are 
competing in Didsbury at this time. 

Prior to the start of the season, 
Didsbury stick curling will be holding a 
free introductory clinic for inexperi¬ 
enced players. 

Depending on the skill level of the par¬ 
ticipants, the clinic will work on every¬ 
thing from learning fundamentals to pol¬ 
ishing basic skills. 

Freeman says rookies are typically sur¬ 
prised how easy stick curling is for any¬ 
one to play. 

“Just about anybody can do it. All age 
group and both genders," he said. 

“We’ve got all kinds of participants 
with all kinds of medical problems that 
still manage." 

Sherman says Didsbury stick curling is 
now looking at growing their skins 
league, a division that had 10 members 
last year. 

He describes the sport as being stick 
curling rules with a slide curling delivery. 

Stick curling was introduced to the 
Didsbury Curling Club in 2000, first being 
referred to as “push broom.” 

Several members have been involved 
in the sport since its Didsbury inception, 
including Carson Schultz who Sherman 
credits as a driving force for its growth in 
town.

After a request for 
public assistance from 
area media outlets, 
police located two girls 
who ran away from a 
group home in 
Didsbury. 

One of the girls was 
located Sept. 1 and the 
other was located Sept. 
2, both by police in 
Calgary. Didsbury 
RCMP first heard about 
the l.'J-year- old, and 
17-year-old girls run¬ 
ning away Aug. 29, but 
did not notify the 
media until Aug. 30. 
Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer 
said the girls were 
habitual runaways, 
which are normally 
found quite quickly.

Mayor doubles dollars next term

Following the upcoming 
municipal election, the 
Didsbury Mayor and 
Didsbury Town Council 
will receive a pay hike. 

The mayor for the next 
term will earn more than 
double of w'hat the previ¬ 
ous mayor earned, mak¬ 
ing $1,200 a month, up 
from $503. The deputy 
mayor and each member 
of council will earn $600 a 
month, and $500 a month 
respectively. 

This remuneration was 
approved at the council 
meeting Sept. 4. 

A recommendation for 
the raises came from a 
committee of community 
members, which included 
Brian Forestall, Cheryl 
Dahl, and Millie Lennox. 

“We concluded that 
Didsbury was about a 
third of what communi¬ 
ties of similar size - and 
not facing the growth 
problems that we are hav¬ 
ing or the amount of time 
being spent,” said 
Forestall. 

The committee com¬ 
pared the paycheques 
Didsbury elected officials 
were earning to their 
counterparts in munici¬ 
palities smaller, the same 
size and larger in popula¬ 
tion, which included 
Bonneville, the municipal 
district of Crowsnest 
Pass, Stettler, and 
Barrhead. 


Carstairs was also used 
in the consideration 
because of its proximity 
to Didsbury. According to 
tin* committee remunera¬ 
tion details for Olds and 
Sundre w r ere unavailable. 

Forestall says he was 
surprised at the differ¬ 
ence in compensation 
they found between 
Didsbury elected officials 
and those in the towns 
they compared. 

“It became apparent 
that (Didsbury’s elected 
official compensation) 
was so significantly lower 
that - an increase could 
have been justified just 
because of the pressures 
of our town and that 
amount of work that 
council members seem to 
be putting in.” 

The committee said in 
its proposal that they feel 
it’s important to encour¬ 
age residents with profes¬ 
sional, educational and 
business backgrounds to 
run for office. 

“Compensation needs 
to be such that hours 
away from an employer or 
business do not pose a 
financial restriction or 
hardship,” said the rec¬ 
ommendation. 

The new pay structure 
also granted councillors 
.45/km in mileage com¬ 
pensation, $30 an hour for 
council meetings, and 
meals and associated 
expenses be compensated 
with appropriate receipts 
and mileage.

Wiser from experience says council 

Neufeld won t be back

All but one member of Didsbury 
town council will be looking to 
return for another term following 
the upcoming municipal election 
Oct. 15. 

Councillor Stan Neufeld has 
announced his retirement, and coun¬ 
cillors Gayle Veno, Bob Davidson, 
and Ernie Ryckmnn are preparing 
their campaigns for re-election. 

Neufeld called the three year term 
a good experience, but due to per¬ 
sonal reasons has decided not to run 
again. 

“I really didn’t know when I ran 
the first time whether or not I would 
do it again,” said Neufeld. 

“...Sometimes it takes quite a bit 
more time than I really expected, so 
I am just going to take some more 
time for some recreation and some 
other things that I want to do.” 

“I found it an enjoyable experi¬ 
ence and I worked with a tremen¬ 
dous team of people. We had a very 
good council, an excellent mayor, so 
the relationships were very posi¬ 
tive," 

The council members that are eye¬ 
ing a return all agree that it is impor¬ 
tant to continue what they started. 

“I think the concern that I have 
shared by those running again is that 
it was really difficult for six people 
to arrive on council at the same 
time,” said Ryckman, of the last elec¬ 
tion that named six residents as new 
council members. 

“There’s a pretty steep learning 



curve.” 

Ryckman believes council got to a 
functional level at “about six 
months.” 

“I think w r e all want to go back so 
another council doesn’t have to go 
through that,” said Ryckman. 

“It’s easier if three of us run and 
get re-elected, so we can help the 
others a great deal.” 

Davidson agrees, saying it will be 
important to follow up with the 
endeavors the present council start¬ 
ed. 

“There are some things that we 
are working on,” he said. 

“There’s an awful lot to learn and 
it seems a shame not to put it to use 
for a while.” 

Veno says being on council, means 
there is plenty to learn. 

While she did serve on town coun¬ 
cil for back-to-back terms starting 
in 1992 , with Didsbury’s current 
growth spurt, the position requires 
a lot more knowledge she said. 

“I think sometimes after three 
years you just get up to speed with 
all the issues that are going on," said 
Veno. “When you stay, you feel 
you’re more part of the process.” 

The last election also saw 
Stephanie Dodyk elected to council, 
but a family move to Lloydminister 
caused her to resign in July. 

If Veno, Ryckman, and Davidson 
are re-elected, with the departure of 
Dodyk, and Deputy Mayor Brian 
Wittal’s intention to run for mayor, 
two additional spots will be open. 

The nomination deadline for the 
municipal election is Sept. 17.

Local soldiers home safe and sound 

From six-month tour in Afghanistan to Central Alberta

It’s a long way home from the southeastern region of 
Afghanistan, but two local soldiers are back - safe and 
sound. 

Master Cpl. Scott MacFarlane, from Olds, and Cpl. 
Maury Gratrix, from Edmonton, have returned to their 
families back from a six-month tour of duty with the 3rd 
Battalion, Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry 
(PPCLI) based in Edmonton, AB. 

The homecoming last week, for the soldiers and fami¬ 
lies was bittersweet; MacFarlane and Gratrix lost nine 
colleagues and friends on this tour of duty in one of the 
most dangerous provinces of the country. 

Stationed in the Zhari and Panjwaii districts of 
Khandahar province, members of their battalion were 
killed July 4 after completing Operation LUGER, a joint 
operation led by The Afghan National Security forces. 

The attack occurred as the patrol returned to a nearby 
forward operating base when their RG-31 vehicle struck a 
suspected improvised explosive device (IED). 

“Every day we lose a soldier it is a had day for sure,” 
said MacFarlane. “We lost quite a few soldiers on this tour 
and I lost friends from a regiment back east as well." 

MacFarlane, who is originally from Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, was on his third tour of duty with the Canadian 
forces, his first for Afghanistan as he was stationed in 
Bosnia and Africa before. 

Gratrix was on his first tour of duty with the Canadian 
forces. 

It has been five years since the international forces 
entered Afghanistan and since then 69 Canadian soldiers 
and one diplomat have been killed. 

Approximately 2,500 Canadian forces are stationed in 
the Zhari and Pai\jwaii districts where Taliban insurgents 
have reportedly been weakened in strength and numbers. 

“The threat is everywhere...there are IEDs, there are 
suicide borne IEDs, sometimes it is a big mine in the road 
or a car," said MarFarlane. “You are constantly looking 
around...you’ve got to 1m- on the lookout for certain things 
and sometimes you see it and your alertness goes from 
high to higher.” 

MacFarlane says soldiers on tour in the region have to 
always be alert and watchful - even within the safety of 
t he forward operating bases. 

“I think you are in a mindset because when you are 
there and you are outside the wire, it’s real,” said 
MacFarlane. “I always used to tell my guys, when you step 
outside the wire, game on. Our mistakes cost lives." 

“The core operating base* is surrounded by wire and is 
manned all the way around the perimeter at all times, so 
you are relatively safe in there from enemy fire,” said 
Gratrix. “Minus the mortars and rockets." 

For now, the soldiers are off duty until Thanksgiving of 
this year - they have left the chaos and excruciating heat 
of the Afghanistan combat zone for family life - a focus 
both men are glad to come home to. 

MacFarlane, his wife Tasha and their daughter Darion,

10, are close with the Gratrix family, as Maury married 
Tasha’s sister Michelle. 

Maury and Michelle have two children, Seth, 6, and 
Shayla, 2. 

With their husbands in dangerous territory over the last 
six months the sisters said they would check in with each 
other all of the time. 

“We would definitely touch base every day, have you 
heard anything," said Tasha. “That's the thing about us 
being sisters and our husbands over there, if one didn’t 
hear from her husband usually the other one would so we 
would pass messages back and forth.” 

Keeping in touch with their families while serving in 
Afghanistan was not an easy feat and having that opportu¬ 
nity is a morale booster for the troops. 

“We didn’t have much access to the internet," said 
Gratrix. “We did have a satellite phone and we can phone 
home from time to time. You never pass up an opportuni¬ 
ty.” 

“You feel so good after talking to your family...just to 
hear that little hit of home is a good thing," said 
MacFarlane. “They fought the war with us back 
home...kudos to our wives, it takes a special kind of 
woman to be the wife of a soldier." 

While their husbands were stationed in a mud hut over¬ 
seas, Tasha and Michelle have assumed the responsibili¬ 
ties of both mother and father to their children here at 
home. 

Not only were they in charge of raising the kids and 
maintaining the household, the wives had the stress of 
knowing their husbands’ lives were in danger. 

“1 found myself leaving messages on my phone whenev¬ 
er I would leave for the weekend," said Michelle. “We are 


not in, but if this is an emergency you can call me on this 
number...I will be there.” 

They talk about being glued to the television, hoping to 
catch a glimpse of their husbands, especially after the bat¬ 
talion lost six men on July 4. 

“I sat there for like 24 hours watciting every news chan¬ 
nel, and checking the internet because maybe they caught 
something the news channel didn’t,” said Tasha. “Even 
when we know it’s not our husbands it might have been 
our girlfriend's husband... because we are such a close- 
knit family it hurts no matter what.” 

Tasha, Michelle and the kids put together care packages 
to send to Afghanistan - it is one of the few ways to keep 
their husbands connected to the comforts of home. 

“I sent gosh, well hand sanitizer was huge and baby 
wipes,” said Michelle. “Stuff from home, like pictures of 
what the kids had drawn.” 

“We put little personal things in there too,” said Tasha. 
“I made Scott a little scrapbook with different things 
Darion had done.. .and I never send anything without pic¬ 
tures of the dogs.” 

It’s the little things that boosted morale when the sol¬ 
diers were stationed in Afghanistan. 

“On the home front, things like Red Fridays and all of 
the people showing support . ..we will get the news from 
back home on our forces television network,” said 
MacFarlane. “It is really a boost when you see 5,000 peo¬ 
ple wearing red for you.” 

Now that the soldiers are back home, the families 
have found that morale boosts come in many different 
ways. 

“We were out for pizza and a gentleman had overheard 
us talking and he came up and shook Maury’s hand,” said 
Michelle. 

“Olds is very supportive,” said MacFarlane. “Maury and 
I have been thanked so much since we have been home 
from total strangers.” 

Both Scott and Maury are looking forward to their time 
off - each man thankful for the chance to reconnect with 
their wives and kids and reintegrate back into the day-to- 
day routines of their families. 

Scott, Tasha and Darion are off to Nova Scotia to visit 
his parents while Maury, Michelle, Seth and Shayla are 
back to Edmonton with plans to fit a little camping in. 

Home safe and sound - a world away front the trials and 
tribulations facing the next tour of soldiers in the heart of 
Afghanistan’s conflict. 

For Scott and Tasha, it was the support of the commu¬ 
nity of Olds that has become a part of the pride associat¬ 
ed with his six-month tour of duty. 

“It puts a human touch on what is going on over 
there., it’s not just these faceless soldiers, people can put a 
face to the name and the guys on the news and realize they 
are married to their own community," said MacFarlane. 
“You don’t necessarily have to support the cause but these 
are the guys you coached in hockey, or mowed your 
lawn.. .all across Canada there is not one province that isn t 
represented over there. . .Support your troops

Rules for Waste/Compost Cart Collection 


BACK BY POPULAR DEMAND! 


1) The Town of Didsbury has provided one or more black carts for mixed household waste and 
one or more green carts for yard and household organic waste per residential unit. The black 
cart will be collected every two weeks, and the green cart will be collected every two weeks on 
weeks alternating with the black cart. 

2) Solid waste and Organic materials will be collected from Black Carts and Green Carts only. 
All waste must fit into the cart with the lid closed tightly. Waste left behind the cart or in other 
containers will not be collected. 

3) Collection is at curbside only unless by special agreement of Town Council. 

4) All carts must be placed, at road level, with the wheels no more tha it SditciWm'aWSiv' fromJbe 
curb. All carts must be set in an accessible location, placed four (4) feet away from all obstacles 
(trees, cars, mailboxes, etc.) and away from low hanging utilities. 

5) All carts must be set out no sooner than 7:00 p.m. the day prior to collection and no later than 
7:00 a m. on the designated day of collection. Carts set out later than 7:00 a m. on the day of col¬ 
lection are not guaranteed collection for that week. Carts must be removed from the street by 
midnight of the same day of collection. 

6) Collectors are not responsible for garbage that is scattered by weather conditions or animals. 
All waste materials must be bagged when placed in a BLACK roll out cart to ensure a clean 
transfer of waste between the cart and truck in all weather conditions. 

7) A BLACK CART CAN CONTAIN all waste other than that which is defined as recyclable 
materials or compostable organic materials where green compost carts are provided. A BLACK 
CART MUST NOT CONTAIN any non-collectable waste which includes but is not limited to 
the following: liquid waste; combustible or explosive materials; pathogenic or biomedical mate¬ 
rials; hazardous waste; animal carcasses; large quantities of soil, sod, rock, concrete; septic tank 
pumpings, raw sewage, or sludge; radioactive materials; agricultural waste; demolition debris; 
recycle materials such as cardboard, paper, tin cans, plastic, metal, glass, batteries, milk car¬ 
tons, computers and televisions. 

8) A GREEN COMPOST CART CAN CONTAIN the following organic materials: food waste 
such as veggies, fruits, solid dairy products, pasta, rice, coffee grounds, coffee filters, tea bags, 
eggshells, solid fat, cat and dog waste, and yard waste such as grass clippings and plant waste. 
A GREEN COMPOST CART MUST NOT CONTAIN non-compostable materials which 
includes but is not limited to the following: plastic; glass; ceramics; metal; foil; styrofoam; syn¬ 
thetic materials; feminine hygiene products; diapers; tree trunks; branches; roots; sod; paper; 
cardboard and animal carcasses. 

Note : Compost materials can be placed in an approved biodegradable bag made from starch. 
These bags are available from the Town Office. NO OTHER BAG IS APPROVED OR 
ACCEPTABLE. CARTS CONTAINING OTHER THAN APPROVED BAGS WILL NOT BE 
COLLECTED.

“1 was somewhat nerv¬ 
ous at some times 
because I mean, yeah, 
these guys know their 
stuff,” he said. 

Trombley said he got 
excellent feedback from 
fellow competitors. One 
competitor, from the 
Indiana State Police, 
related his experiences of 
inspecting trucks. 

“I learned lots, educa¬ 
tional-wise and the . . . 
bonds that you make . . . 
was great,” he said. 

The competition was 
held in conjunction with 
the American Trucking 
Association’s National 
Truck Driving 

Championships so 

Trombley also got to hear 
the other side of the story 
as well — from some who 
had been driving for up to 
40 years. 

Next year, Trombley 
won’t be able to compete 
at the championships — 
in Houston — but will be 
making a keynote address 
to all the contestants and 
then judging part of the 
competition. 

The competition con¬ 
sisted of seven cate¬ 
gories, including a stan¬ 
dard level 1 inspection in 
which contestants had to 
find several violations on 
a commercial transport 
truck in the lowest 
amount of time. Another 
portion was finding viola¬ 
tions on dangerous goods 
shipping documents and 
packages contained in a 
parcel delivery truck in 
the lowest amount of 
time. 

“Some of the contest¬ 
ants were so close, where 
they found the exact 
same violations, (that) it 
came down to the time 
(to determine a winner),” 
he said. 

There was also a three- 
day training component 
on inspection of buses, a 
new exhaust system now 
being developed for com¬ 
mercial trucks and a vari¬ 
ety of other topics.

Increases in crime in Carstairs may signal the begin¬ 
ning of growing pains for the burgeoning community. 

Reports of stolen vehicles, breaking and entering, 
theft and assaults coming from the mostly unpatrolled 
town are concerning RCMP in Didsbury, who say 
Carstairs may need their own detachment if the num¬ 
ber of residents, and crime continue to climb. 

“With growth projections indicating a population of 
5,000 in just two years, we would like to see at least 
five officers permanently stationed in Carstairs," said 
Sgt. Kevin O'Dwyer in a protective services meeting at 
the town’s administrative building Sept. 5. 

However, O’Dwyer commented that it would take at 
least a few years for a request to go through - leaving 
Carstairs residents to rely on officers from outside 
detachments to respond to calls. 

And while the nearby station has been able to serv¬ 
ice both communities in the past, RCMP officers are 
now saying that mounting problems in Carstairs and 
other outlying areas are putting more pressure on an 
already stressed force. 

“We have only ten officers - six of whom have less 
than two years experience,” says O’Dwyer. “Most of 


them are so busy responding to calls that they barely 
have enough time to write their reports.” 

In fact, numbers show that the majority of calls 
attended by the unit over the year are from outside of 
Didsbury.

“We’ve been getting a 

lot of calls from within Carstairs - many of them seri¬ 
ous violations,” O’Dwyer commented. 

In the last few weeks alone officers have responded 
to several complaints involving stolen vehicles, 


attempted theft and vehicles being broken into with 
contents stolen. 

“We’ve witnessed a recent rash of vehicle thefts in 
the Carriage Lane area of Carstairs and they seem to 
be targeting the Ford F-.‘150s, We just want people to be 
aware of that and to take the proper precautions,” he 
says. “Don’t leave anything of value in your vehicle and 
don’t leave it unlocked." 

O’Dwyer is not sure why Carstairs - still a small com¬ 
munity - is experiencing these problems. 

“We’ve been seeing this type of crime over the last 
few years and for some reason, Carstairs is being tar¬ 
geted.” 

However, vehicle theft is not the only complaint 
from residents. A statistics report prepared by the 
mayor, Lance Colby, shows a number of serious viola¬ 
tions plaguing the community from April to July of this 
year. 

Those include: 

• 10 assaults, 3 with weapon or causing bodily harm 

• 4 threats, including criminal harassment 

• 7 thefts of property under $6000 

• 5 thefts under $5000 from a motor vehicle 

• 1 theft over $5000 

• 5 break and enters - businesses 

• 1 arson report 


Carstairs RCMP detachment suggested 

Didsbury Sgt. says prepare for growth 
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CLC revisions due to escalating costs

Inflation has pushed construction costs of the 
Community Learning Campus to nearly $65 million, 
but Olds College is working with a variety of partners 
to help bring in additional funding. 

The project’s budget is currently under review, with 
the CLC hoping to hear back this week from the 
Ministry of Advanced Education and the Town of Olds.

We’re extremely appreciative of the support 
from both the government and the town,” said Stewart 
McNabb, vice-president of Olds College, following a 
presentation to Chinook’s Edge School Division 
trustees last week.

“We’re very pleased with the project and things are 
moving along very quickly,” Negropontes said, adding 
that the eLearning Centre blends well with the library 
and alumni centre. “You can hardly tell where the old 
building ends and the new building begins.” 

Painters were to be arriving to paint the interior of 
the eLearning centre last week. Steel is also going up 
for the fine arts building. 

The school division’s bus maintenance facility is now 
complete. 

The first bus rolled out of the facility on August 29. 

The Bell eLearning Centre is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted later this fall and the fine arts and multimedia 
centre next fall. The core high school and Health and 
Wellness Centre are due to be completed in the fall of
